“It’s only once a year 
and everyone here just 
loves doing it.” 

The lights will be on 
between 4pm and 
10pm until January 3.

RESIDENTS’ park¬ 
ing permits may be a 
step closer as coun¬ 
cillors are about to 
launch a new con¬ 
sultation about the 
controversial move. 

At the same time 
members of Forest 
Heath District Council 
will be working on an 
overall parking strategy 
for Newmarket which 
will look at ways of 
providing more off-road 
parking spaces and 
encouraging more 
people to use buses, 
bicycles and other 
forms of transport. 

The call for parking 
permits has come from people 
living in residential streets 
which are clogged with 
parked vehicles throughout 
the day 

Many of the cars belong to 
people working in the town 
who park on the street to 
avoid the charges for using 
the car parks. 

An earlier bid for parking 
permits was dropped more 
than two years ago after too 
few residents responded to a 
consultation about the idea. 

Now the district council is 
pressing ahead with a new 
consultation and has put 
£66,000 aside to pay a 
consultant to oversee the 
work. 

A meeting of district and 
Suffolk County Council 
members and officials last 
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month agreed to move the 
project forward. 

At the same time an 
additional £30,000 has been 
earmarked to carry out work 
involved in drawing up a 
parking strategy for the town. 

Cllr Robin Millar, who 
chairs the district council’s 
overview and scrutiny 
committee, said: “The com¬ 
mittee is taking on the job of 
preparing a strategy which 
will be looking at the future 
demand for parking and how 
it’s going to be met. 

“We will be looking at alter¬ 
native forms of transport. But 
there’s not going to be 
congestion charging.” 

Pieces of land where 
additional off-street parking 
can be provided will be 
considered. They include land 
off Queen Street and land off 
Park Lane at the back of 
historic Palace House stables. 

Cllr Millar said consult¬ 
ation over residents’ parking 
zones would involve more 
direct contact with residents 
who would be asked to come 
up with their own ideas about 
how a scheme could work. 

“I would like to see 
residents engaged in 
designing options together 
with ‘experts’ and having a 
discussion about what they 
want and how much it will 
cost,” he said. 

The consultation is expect¬ 
ed to get under way early next 
year.

HARD-hitting images of 
drunken youngsters have 
gone on display in a cam¬ 
paign aimed at cutting 
binge drinking. 

The “Wasted” campaign will 
initially target 18 to 24-year-olds 
and will include posters 
showing young people suffering 
the effects of drinking too 
much. 

Some of the posters will be 
displayed on boards towed 
behind a bicycle. 

In Newmarket the billboard 
bike was seen for the first time 
yesterday, when the town’s late 
night Christmas shopping 
street fair was held. 

The campaign is funded by 
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the West Suffolk Local Strategic 
Partnership (LSP) and is 
supported by the police. It will 
include Bury St Edmunds and 
Sudbury as well as Newmarket 
where night clubs and pubs with 
late licences make the town 
popular with young drinkers. 

Info cards were distributed to 
local retailers such as fashion 
and music stores from at the 
weekend. 

The cards have “Wasted” 
campaign images on the front 
and telephone helplines on the 
back. Participating retailers 
have been asked to put a card in 


the bag when customers make a 
purchase. 

The second part of the cam¬ 
paign will run during the 
weekend of December 19 and 20 
with two ad-vans showing huge 
backlit billboard posters 
driving around Bury St Ed¬ 
munds and Newmarket.

Pavilion scheme 
gets green light 

A SCHEME to build a sports pavilion on 
a public green is set to go ahead early 
next year after planning permission 
was granted. 

The £660,000 project in Newmarket is 
being paid for by Darley Stud 
Management, the racehorse breeding 
operation owned by Sheikh Mohammed 
ruler of Dubai. 

The scheme for the multi-purpose 
pavilion is closely linked with plans to 
bring back cricket matches to The 
Severals, Newmarket’s public green. 

Forest Heath District Council has 
granted planning permission for the 
scheme which was proposed by the 
town council after long-running talks 
with the Sport Newmarket organisa¬ 
tion. 

Sheikh Mohammed’s involvement 
was publicly confirmed earlier this 
year. 

Although the main feature of the 
scheme will be cricket, the organisers 
have stressed that other sports will be 
played on the green which will still be 
available for public use. 

Work may start in February, but the 
first cricket matches will not be played 
there until 2010 to allow time for the 
new wicket to bed in. 

The building work will be carried out 
in consultation with Jockey Club 
Estates to avoid disturbing racehorses 
which use part of The Severals for 
exercise. 


Racing flats set 
for first tenants 


NEW homes for retired 
workers from the horse¬ 
racing industry have 
been completed in a 
£750,000 scheme. 

The development in Park 
Lane, Newmarket, has been 
carried out on behalf of Racing 
Welfare, the charity for people 
employed in horseracing. 

It was surrounded by 
controversy after people living 
nearby objected to the original 
scheme for the conversion of a 
building dating from the 1860s. 

But Newmarket-based devel¬ 
oper Mike Spenser-Morris 
offered his services after 
reading about the issue in local 
newspapers. 

Now the original building, 
formerly known as Crampton 
House, has been converted into 
four two-bedroom flats and a 
new two-bedroom cottage has 
been built next to it.

The first tenants are set to 
move in next week. 

The development is now 
called Wilfred Sherman House 
in honour of a founder of the 
Stable Lads’ Welfare Trust. 

Cedric Burton, chief execu¬ 
tive of Racing Welfare, said Mr 
Sherman, who is in his late 90s, 
was due to officially open the 
development next spring when 
he visits Newmarket from his 
home in Spain. 

Mr Burton said: “We’re 
delighted with the result. We 
have achieved what we set out 
to do which is to produce high 
quality accommodation which 
can be let as affordable homes.” 

But he said the charity had 
80 retired racing workers on its 
waiting list. 

“We have plans for other 


sites in Newmarket and hope to 
have provided another 30 
retirements in the next few 
years,” he said. 

Mr Spenser-Morris, whose 
NHP Country Homes business 
acted as developer for the 
scheme, said: “When I read 
about the difficulties I offered 
my services. Racing Welfare is 
a wonderful charity” 

The development is built to 
be wheelchair accessible and 
includes the latest solar 
heating technology which is 
expected to save about 50 per 
cent of normal energy costs. 

The builders were Ely-based 
Salmons Bros. 

Retired trainer and jockey 
Jimmy Welch and his partner 
Pat Warren, both 79, will be 
among the first tenants. 

He said: “I think it’s 
marvellous. I can’t wait to 
move in.” 


More police 
will tackle 
drink crime 

EXTRA police will be on duty in 
Newmarket in the run-up to Christmas as 
part of a campaign to tackle drink-related 
crime. 

Officers will be handing out £80 fixed 
penalty fines for minor offences as well as 
arresting those involved in more serious 
incidents. 

Supt Jon Brighton, who heads the 
Christmas Staysafe campaign in West 
Suffolk, said: “By providing a visible 
presence and taking firm action to deal 
with anti-social behaviour and alcohol- 
fuelled disorder, we hope to stop it 
escalating into serious violence.” 

Special constables will be involved in 
additional patrols as well as regular 
officers starting this weekend. 

Horses from the City of London police 
will be on patrol in the town on Christmas 
Eve. 

Acting Chief Inspector Derek Wilding, 
acting police commander for the Forest 
Heath district, said: “This will be the 
horses’ third Christmas in Newmarket 
and I am very pleased to be welcoming 
them back. 

“They always provide a reassuring 
presence and will assist local officers on 
one of the busiest nights of the year. 

“Newmarket’s abundance of pubs, 
clubs and bars make it one of the busiest 
town centres in the county, so throughout 
December and into the New Year extra 
resources will be put into tackling 
alcohol-related disorder keeping the town 
safe for everyone to enjoy” 


Change of heart on 
mast opposition 

COUNCILLORS have stepped back from 
total opposition to a phone company’s 
application to erect a new mast. 

But members of Newmarket Town 
Council are still objecting to Vodafone’s 
plans to put up the 40ft mast in the town 
in Exning Road. 

The council had a change of heart 
after previously passing a resolution to 
“vigorously oppose” the company’s plans 
for a base station in the town because it 
could lead to further applications from 
other mobile phone companies. 

Now the council has withdrawn the 
original resolution - even though it had 
been passed on to Forest Heath District 
Council, the planning authority 

Instead the town council has argued 
that the site for the mast, at the junction 
of Tannersfield Way and Exning is 
unsuitable because it is in a densely 
populated area, close to schools and the 
town’s hospital and would have an 
impact on the street scene. 

Cllr Richard Fletcher, who chairs the 
town council’s development and 
planning committee, argued that the 
original resolution was prejudicial as it 
indicated that the council would oppose 
any application by Vodafone for a mast 
and base station.

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Former nurse saves life 
of neighbours’ child 


A NEIGHBOUR has been praised for 
saving a child’s life. 

Former nurse Ellen Cole managed 
to revive 17-month-old Matthew 
McGurk after he stopped breathing. 

She went into action when 
Matthew’s distraught parents called 
for help. 

Mrs Cole, 61, a neighbour of the 
McGurks in Aureole Walk, 
Newmarket, said: “I haven’t worked 
as a nurse for 11 years, but it was 
obviously embedded in my brain 
what to do. 

“Matthew has had a struggle as he 
was a premature baby and had 
previously died three times. But he 
had come home and seemed to be 
doing nicely 

“Then this happened out of the 
blue. It was pretty horrendous. But 


thank goodness I did what I did. 

“He is certainly a little battler.” 

Mrs Cole, whose husband, Bob is a 
Newmarket town councillor, gave 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation and 
Matthew had started breathing 
again by the time an ambulance 
arrived. 

He spent nearly a month in 
hospital before returning home after 
the incident which happened in 
September. 

Matthew’s parents Jane and Chris 
have praised Mrs Cole for her action 
and Mr McGurk, who works for 
Sheikh Mohammed’s Darley pre¬ 
training stables, is now planning a 
tandem parachute jump in January 
to raise money for the children’s 
intensive care unit at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital.

A14 misses out on 


cash for upgrade 


THE accident-stricken 
A14 has missed out on a 
share of a £1 billion 
recession-busting bonan¬ 
za just as an exhibition 
into improvements on the 
danger route is unveiled. 

The upgrade of Cambridge¬ 
shire’s “Road to Hell” - scene of 
a string of accidents last week - 
will not get any extra cash or be 
accelerated, while other 
transport improvements around 
the country hit the jackpot. 

In a bid to kick-start Britain’s 
flagging economy, the Govern¬ 
ment is splashing out 
£700 million on upgrading road 
and rail networks around the 
country, and £300 million on 
airport and port links. 

Among the projects getting a 
festive fillip is the A12 in Essex, 
which will get £60 million of 
new technology, including new 
message signs and accident 
detection sensors, to inform 
drivers and reduce delays. 

Work on the Al-Ml link at 
Newark has been brought 
forward by two years, and up to 
£165 million has been set aside 
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for a new link between Man¬ 
chester Airport and the A6. But 
there will not be a penny more - 
or a day less of waiting - for the 
A14. 

South Cambridgeshire MP 
Andrew Lansley had written to 
the Department of Transport to 
ask for the £1.2 billion 
programme to be accelerated. 

His message comes as a series 
of exhibitions were launched at 
the weekend to show how the 
improvements will look. 

Mr Lansley was told there 
was no opportunity to bring 
forward the work, which is 
currently expected to start in 
late 2010. 

Mr Lansley said: “Progress on 
improvements seems to be like 
progress travelling along the 
A14 - delay after delay 

“I am continuing to receive 
disappointing responses when I 
press the Government, but I will 
keep up my pressure on the 
Government to deliver on this 
scheme.” 


The long-promised upgrade 
will see the construction of a 
new route for the A14 between 
Ellington and Fen Drayton, and 
the widening of the existing 
road between Fen Drayton and 
Fen Ditton. 

A Highways Agency spokes¬ 
woman said: “Funding for the 
A14 is not being altered by the 
Pre-Budget Report. 

“The A14 scheme is being 
delivered as quickly as possible, 
as it is a National Major Road 
Scheme. 

“We are publishing draft 
orders for the scheme next year, 
and held public information 
exhibitions last weekend.” 

One glimmer of hope was pro¬ 
vided for the A14 last week by 
the publication of a transport 
strategy by the East of England 
Regional Assembly, which 
supported freight being shifted 
off roads and on to the rail 
network. 

The exhibition on the A14 
improvements, which was 
launched at Hinchingbrooke, 
will be at Girton College, 
Cambridge, on Sunday, and runs 
until next Tuesday

Polish lessons 
help the force

NEARLY 50 police officers 
and police support staff have 
been learning Polish to help 
them communicate with the 
influx of migrants from 
Eastern Europe. 

The officers, from the Suffolk 
force’s Western area, have completed 
an eight-week course at Mildenhall 
College of Technology to learn the 
language and to learn about Polish 
culture. 

The course was organised through 
the force’s Western Area Partner¬ 
ship. 

Stuart Hudson, the partnership co¬ 
ordinator, said: “It started from Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams and a desire 
to understand a new and rapidly 
growing minority within the 
community. 

“The Polish influx into the area is 
new and the teams want to engage 
with all sections of the community. 
After being asked by a couple of 
officers for more information and 
possibly lessons in Polish, we put the 
idea out to officers across west 
Suffolk and got a large response.” 

Mr Hudson said: “The feedback I 
have received from those taking part 
is that learning the Polish language 
hasn’t been easy But they have stuck 
with their studies, completed the 
course and will be putting their new 
skills into practice now. 

“I hope that we can offer more 
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lessons to more officers and staff, as 
these initial classes have been well 
received. If any of the pupils want to 
continue to learn, we will support 
them in gaining a qualification.” 

Polish-born teacher Marta Bowen 
said: “I hope that the Polish lessons 
will help police officers and staff in 
west Suffolk with the integration of 
migrant workers and their families 
in Suffolk. I strongly believe that 
speaking to someone in their 
language can foster better commu¬ 
nity relations.” 

Sergeant Clare Mowson, one of the 
students, said: “I was very keen to 
take these lessons, as there is a 
growing Polish community in my 
safer neighbourhood team area. 

“I have already been looking at 
ways to integrate with them, and set 
up meetings at several factories 
where a number of Polish nationals 
are employed, to introduce them to 
policing in Suffolk and how we can 
help. 

“I arranged for safer neigh¬ 
bourhood team leaflets to be 
translated into Polish as well as 
Russian and Lithuanian.” 

Some of the officers and staff who 
have taken the course joined in a 
Polish evening at the college 
yesterday

Have your say and 
change A11 situation SS 


Sir, The Highways Agency have 
now advised us of a further 
exhibition this coming weekend, 
of their proposals for the A11 
improvement. It appears that 
little has changed from the last 
exhibition. 

Whereas we will all welcome an 
improvement to the A11 from 
Barton Mills to Thetford, the 
burning question of the Barton 
Mills Roundabout has not been 
fully addressed. 

It does not require much wit to 
see that the problems of 
congestion emanate from three 
areas: the Barton Mills 
roundabout, the traffic signals at 
Elveden and the roundabout/s 
at Thetford. 

The Highways Agency proposal 
will eliminate the lights at 
Elveden but the main problem 
at Barton Mills and, to a lesser 
degree, at Thetford will remain. 
At Barton Mills the roundabout 
will carry progressively more 
traffic. It will become even more 
dangerous and congested than 
it is now, as well as restrict 
future development of that area. 


The residents of Barton Mills 
can therefore look forward to 
more noise and pollution. 
However, a bold approach has 
already been submitted to our 
Member of Parliament and to 
the Highways Agency. The 
submission is that a slightly 
extended southern section 
would allow the A11 to be 
routed clear of the roundabout 
leaving that in use for A1101 
and A1065 traffic. This would 
also keep the main flow of traffic 
further away from the village. 
Some additional farmland 
would be taken but the main 
alteration would remain on the 
same land as the present 
proposal. The benefit would 
also be that construction could 
be largely completed with good 
access and without disruption 
to, or from, present traffic flow. 
That part of the A11 which 
would become redundant 
would be returned to forestry 
and farmland. 

Even if readers do not agree 
with moving the road 
southwards with all the 


advantages, they should 
consider the implications of 
leaving it where it is and the 
eventual difficulty of improving 
the roundabout area. 

The forthcoming exhibition will 
demonstrate with clever 
computer graphics a dual 
carriageway which could just as 
easily relate to a more southern 
route. It is up to us, the public, 
to take advantage given to us in 
the Highways Agency leaflet 
with the title of “What happens 
next”. The only way to change 
the present situation is by 
positive public response. Let 
the agency know your views.

Plaque for 
war dead 
to go back 
on display 

A PLAQUE honouring war 
dead is to go on public 
display after a developer 
paid for it. 

The plaque was pre¬ 
viously displayed in a 
shelter in Exning Road, 
Newmarket, which has 
now been demolished after 
developer David Garrad 
“took over” the site. 

Mr Garrad, who is 
developing flats on a 
neighbouring site, has 
agreed to pay for the 
plaque to be displayed 
outside the nearby Exning 
Road Working Men’s Club 
where it has been kept for 
about 13 years. 

The plaque, which bears 
the names of Exning Road 
residents who died in the 
Second World War, was 
removed from the shelter 
when it began to suffer 
vandalism.

She said the letter may be 
presented to MP Richard 
Spring, who has supported 
the protest against the 
closure of Paddocks School.

Cartons can be recycled 


DRINKS cartons can be 
recycled in a new council 
scheme. 

The cartons, made of 
waxed cardboard, plastic 
and a small amount of 
aluminium cannot be 
recycled through the blue 
bin system in the Forest 
Heath district. 

The blue bins can only be 
used for certain kinds of 
cardboard, paper, tins and 
plastic. 

But the district council 
has now launched a 
scheme for recycling cart¬ 
ons from special collection 
points. 


The carton banks are at 
the household waste 
recycling centres in 
Newmarket and Mildenhall 
as well as the car park in 
Recreation Way, Milden¬ 
hall, and the Wings Road 
car park in Lakenheath. 

The separate collections 
have been set up with help 
from ACE UK, (the Alliance 
for Beverage Cartons and 
the Environment), who 
represent major carton 
manufacturers. 

Cllr Tony Simmons said: 
“Forest Heath residents’ 
enthusiasm for recycling 
means the district is now 


recycling 50 per cent of its 
waste. 

“We expect residents will 
make this new service a 
great success. 

“It is estimated that each 
person uses 54 paper-based 
cartons a year, which could 
all be given a new life, 
rather than ending up in 
landfill.” 

The recycled cartons can 
be used for plasterboard 
lining material and high- 
strength paper bags and 
envelopes. Other materials 
from the cartons can be 
used in furniture or 
burned to generate energy. 


A MOTOR-CYCLIST who died 
in a collision with a van has 
been named as Richard 
Faulkner, of Barrow, near 
Newmarket. 

Mr Faulkner, 26, was 
pronounced dead at the scene of 
the crash in Newmarket Road, 
Risby, near Bury St Edmunds, 
just after 1pm on Friday.

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HIV numbers 
rise sevenfold 

HIV rates in the East of 
England have increased 
sevenfold in the past 10 
years, according to new 
figures. 

The Health Protection 
Agency says the region 
has seen a 573 per cent 
rise in the number of 
people being treated for 
the disease since 1998. 

The increase is the 
highest in the country. 

The figures show that 520 
people in the region were 
newly diagnosed last year. 
That brings the overall 
number of individuals 
being treated for the 
disease up to 3,693, 
compared to 549 in 1998. 

It is not known how many 
of them live in 
Cambridgeshire. 

Bosses at NHS East of 
England said the rise was 
down to better screening 
and longer life expectancy.

Force to extend 
use of stun guns 


MORE police officers in 
Cambridgeshire are to 
be armed with electron¬ 
ic stun guns. 

The force has welcomed 
plans announced by Home 
Secretary Jacqui Smith to 
widen the use of Tasers, 
which can incapacitate 
suspects with a shock of up 
to 50,000 volts. 

Up to 10,000 of the weapons 
will be ordered for specially- 
trained officers across the 
country, the Government 
said. It has put aside £8 
million for the scheme. 

Mark Hopkins, assistant 
chief constable of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police, gave the 
proposals the thumbs-up. 

He said: “Since the intro¬ 
duction of the Taser in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire it has proven to 
be an effective tool in dealing 
with potentially violent sit¬ 
uations safely and rapidly. 

“I am positive about its use 
and we will be considering 
opportunities open to the 
constabulary.” 

Critics, who have warned 
the weapons are “potentially 
lethal”, are calling for a 
review of the decision. 

And the Metropolitan 
Police said it would not take

part in the scheme, over fears 
that Tasers “cause fear and 
damage public confidence”. 

Figures revealed by the 
w eekiy News in March show¬ 
ed that Tasers had been used 
23 times in Cambridgeshire 
since they were introduced 
in 2005. 

A force spokesman said the 
weapon, which is effective 
from a distance of 10 metres, 
had been fired three times. 

Officers “red-dotted” tar¬ 
gets 19 times in that period 
and they had drawn the 
weapon once as a warning to 
a suspect. 

Announcing the proposals 
last week, Mrs Smith said 
she wanted to give police 
officers the tools to confront 
dangerous people. 

She said: “I am proud that 
we have one of the few police 
services around the world 
that do not regularly carry 
firearms and I want to keep it 
that way. 

“But every day the police 
put themselves in danger to 
protect us, the public. They 
deserve our support, so I 
want to give the police the 
tools they tell me they need

to confront dangerous peop¬ 
le.” 

The move was welcomed by 
the Association of Chief 
Police Officers, which said 
Tasers meant other weapons 
did not have to be used so 
often. 

Home Office trials found 
the threat of being Tasered 
was often enough to stop a 
violent incident.

Violent 

offender 

jailed 

A MAN described by a 
judge as “a danger to 
women” has been jailed 
for 31 months. 

Dale Knappett launched 
a violent attack on his 
girlfriend in a row over 
cooking, threw her across 
the kitchen and dragged 
her outside into the 
garden where he pinned 
her to the ground. 

He later drove off in her 
car and left taps running in 
the house causing “cons¬ 
iderable damage” in a 
flood. 

Knappett, 25, who has 
lived at Exning and 
Mildenhall, was sentenced 
when he appeared before 
Ipswich Crown Court after 
District Judge David 
Cooper, sitting at Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates’ 
Court, had branded him “a 
danger to women”. 

He had earlier admitted 
11 offences including 
assault, taking a vehicle 
without consent, driving 
with no insurance or 
licence, burglary, causing 
criminal damage and poss¬ 
ession of an offensive 
weapon. 

Judge John Holt also 
banned Knappett, who has 
never passed a driving test, 
from the road for three 
years. 

Godfried Duah, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Knappett lost his 
temper as his girlfriend, 
Claire Simpson, was 
preparing a meal at her 
home in Poplar Walk, 
Stradishall, near Haverhill, 
on September 20. 

Benedict Peers, mitigat¬ 
ing, said that Knappett had 
told police he was “disgus¬ 
ted with himself”. 


Officials dismiss rumours 


We have moved 


of local court closures 


RUMOURS about the future 
of two court houses in the 
region have been dismissed 
by officials from Her 
Majesty’s Courts Service. 

A review of rural courts, 
including those at Ely and 
Mildenhall was due to have 
been carried out during the 
summer after suggestions 
that they were not being 
used enough. 

The BBC reported on 
Thursday that a “leaked 
document” showed the 
courts were set to close. 

But a spokesman for 
HMCS said: “There are no 
current plans to close 
courts. Court closures are a 


decision for ministers and 
there would be a consult¬ 
ation process before any 
decision was taken.” 

The review included 
courts in Suffolk and 
Cambridgeshire and also 
the court at Sudbury that 
often takes cases from the 
Newmarket and Haverhill 
areas. 

Magistrates in Ely ob¬ 
jected to the move when the 
review was announced 
arguing that it would mark 
the end of local justice and 
would be inconvenient for 
defendants, solicitors and 
others involved in court 
hearings. 


Inquest into woman’s fire death 


AN inquest has 
been opened into 
the death of a 
woman who died 
after a fire at her 
flat. 

Irene Conway- 
McGovern, 66, 
died after a fire 
broke out in the 
ground-floor flat 


at Woodlands 
Park, Brandon 
Road, Mildenhall, 
at around 3am on 
November 12. 

A neighbour 
tried to rescue 
her, but her body 
was recovered by 
firefighters. 
Police later said 


there were no 
suspicious 
circumstances. 
An inquest has 
been formally 
opened by Dr 
Peter Dean, the 
Suffolk coroner, 
who will conduct 
a full hearing at a 
later date.

‘Tired’ ambulance crews 
facing more funding cuts

AMBULANCE crews are 
run ragged and staff worn 
out according to union 
bosses, yet more cash cuts 
will have to be made to the 
county’s life-saving service. 

The region’s ambulance trust is 
warning that the need to cut costs 
will affect performance and this, 
critics fear, will put patients at 
risk. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service (EEAS) is meeting tough 
Government-set Call Connect 
targets, which require it to reach 75 
per cent of life-threatening inci¬ 
dents within eight minutes of a 999 
call being connected. 

But the trust ran into financial 
problems hiring extra staff to meet 
the targets and must now make 
cost savings to break even - despite 
a cash boost of £3.3 million from 
the region’s primary care trusts. 

Chris Preston, EEAS’s finance 
director, said at a board meeting 
last week that there are “risks 
associated with delivering the cost 
savings needed to balance the 
financial position” and that 
“operational performance may be 
impacted by the reduction in 
costs”. 


NHS trusts have a statutory duty 
to break even. 

John Toomey, UNISON’S 
regional organiser, said that staff 
are already stretched to the limit 
by Government targets. He said 
budget cuts would “have an impact 
on patient care” and “ability to 
respond as required”. 

Mr Toomey added: “We’ve got 


ambulance crews who are run 
ragged. Staff are worn down. They 
are having to go to rapid dep¬ 
loyment positions all the time. 
Everybody wants to get to calls on 
time, but you can only run people 
so hard for so long. 

“The criminals in all of this are 
the politicians setting targets 
without understanding the impact 


of that and without understanding 
the need to provide funding.” 

An EEAS spokesman said the 
trust has met the targets for each 
month since August, but there 
were an extra 3,140 emergency 
responses this October compared 
with the previous October. 

He added: “This places a huge 
demand on our resources and, if 
replicated over the whole winter 
and combined with poor weather 
and driving conditions, would put 
our achievement of the target at 
risk. We are, however, committed 
to achieving financial balance and 
meeting our response performance 
targets between now and the end of 
the financial year in March.” 

The spokesman said crews are 
“pulling out all the stops” to meet 
the targets and “deserve the comp¬ 
lete respect and cooperation of the 
public”. 

Cllr Geoff Heathcock, Liberal 
Democrat spokesman for health on 
Cambridgeshire County Council, 
said: “We are talking about 
people’s lives being put on the line, 
particularly in a predominantly 
rural county with a road network 
that is grim in many places. 

“With new targets should come 
proper funding, but the ambulance 
service has never been a part of 
the NHS that has received the level 
of support it should have from the 
Government.” 


POLICE are warning people to be 
aware of bogus Spanish lottery 
scams that claim the recipient has 
won a substantial amount of money. 

Since the beginning of the year 
police in Cambridgeshire and 
Suffolk have had about 100 reports 
from residents who have received 
letters stating they have won a 
portion of an international lottery 
they have not entered. The letters 
include a processing form that 
requests personal details including 
bank account number, sort code and 
the address. These details could 
then be used to gain access to 
people’s accounts. 

As well as the form, recipients are 
given a phone number to call. 
Anyone who does so will be asked to 
send money in order to release his 
or her winnings. It is likely this will 
be thousands of pounds. 

The conmen behind the scam 
contact possible victims by post, 
phone and email, and often target 
the elderly and vulnerable. 

Detective Inspector Caroline 
Millar, of the Force Intelligence 
Bureau, said: “We urge people to be 
on their guard for letters and scams 
such as these. 

“However official a letter may 
appear, do not get tempted to pass 
on your details or part with any of 
your money.”

Testing times 
as sales halve 
at Tattersalls 


THE EFFECT of the 
economic situation has 
hit racehorse sales with 
the amount spent at 
the latest Newmarket 
sale almost halved 
compared with last 
year. 

Nearly £15.3 million was 
spent at the five-day 
Tattersalls December Foal 
Sale compared with more 
than £30.1 million last year. 
The number of horses sold 
fell to 561 with nearly 400 
failing to find a buyer. The 
average price paid was 
£27,182. 

Last year 785 were sold with 
an average price of £38,368. 
The top price paid at this 
year’s sale was £446,250 for 
a grandson of top racehorse 
Danehill. 

Edmond Mahony, Tattersalls 
chairman, said: “These are 
testing times globally and no 
period of sharp 
readjustment, in whatever 
sphere, is easy. 

“We have experienced 
significant declines this 
week, in particular at the 
beginning of the week when 
the lesser foals struggled to

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Union strike

A UNION says 
industrial action on 
train services across 
the region is 
“inevitable” if a rail 
operator presses ahead 
with plans to axe more 
than 300 jobs.

ONE of the major 
highlights of the festive 
theatre calendar gets 
under way this week 
when Cambridge Arts 
Theatre’s annual 
pantomime takes to the 
stage. 

Recognised as one of the best 
traditional pantos in the region, 
the show has been staged 
almost every year since the 
theatre opened in 1936. 

For several years it has been 
produced by the director and 
choreographer team of Brad Fitt 
and Scott Ritchie, who last year 
stepped onto the stage 
themselves to play the Ugly 
Sisters in Cinderella.

“Me and Brad have done eight 
years here together and five of 
those years have been with 
Julie,” says Scott. 

“But we never like to feel like, 
‘Oh it’s panto and we know 
exactly what we’re doing so we 
can just rock up and do it’. We 
still take it very seriously and it’s 
hard work. We’ve also brought

in new blood as well, we’ve got 
new dancers and new principles 
and it keeps us on our toes. 
“This is our in-house production 
and we’re really lucky to have 
that here because a lot of 
theatres have pantos that are 
brought in and they aren’t even 
rehearsed in the theatre. So 
people here are quite protective 
of it and very proud of it. It’s 
very much a family feel and 
there aren’t very many of those 
that exist any more in the 
country.” 

The full cast of eight principles, 
six chorus members and two 
teams of 10 panto babes will 
perform 82 shows over six 
weeks for an estimated 
combined audience of 35,000 
people. 

“For me Christmas isn’t 
Christmas without going to see 
a panto,” says Julie. 

“Christmas starts for me when I 
get my script. I got it about a 
month ago and I was so excited 
because I knew Christmas was 
coming.”

LIVE TARO 
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Reggae masters back on the road 


ONE OF the most pivotal names 
in reggae history graces the bill at 
the Junction in Cambridge on 
Sunday. 

The Skatalites were the most 
important band to emerge in 
Jamaica in the early 1960s and 
helped codify the new sound of 
ska which had evolved from the 
island’s mento music and the 
calypso sounds of nearby 
Trinidad. The music later went on 
to morph into rocksteady and 
then, in the 70s, into the reggae 
of world conquering artists such 
as Bob Marley and Jimmy Cliff. 


During their heyday the band 
produced instrumental hits such 
as Guns of Navarone, Don De 
Lion and (Music is My) 
Occupation. 

Tragedy struck in 1965 when the 
band’s trombonist and 
composer, Don Drummond, was 
convicted of murder and 
sectioned in a mental institution 
where he later died and the band 
split. The members formed two 
splinter groups, Rolando 
Alphonso and the Soul Vendors 
and Tommy McCook and the 
Supersonics but they resurrected 


The Skatalites in 1983 and began 
touring again. 

Of the original members 
keyboard maestro Jackie Mittoo 
died in 1990 and founder Tommy 
McCook and sax player Rolando 
Alphonso both died in 1998. 

The band’s music is today kept 
alive by original members Lloyd 
Knibb, Lester Sterling and a 
supporting cast of Jamaican 
musical veterans and younger 
newcomers.

He s no throwback, 
he’s the Paperboy

HE MAY sound like he’s 
come from a lost vault in 
the basement of Atlantic 
Records, but don’t call Eli 
“Paperboy” Reed a 
throwback. 

Fans of classic soul and R ’n’ B 
have been whispering in hushed 
tones about the young Boston 
singer and his band The True 
Loves since the release of their 
album Roll With You in the 
summer, and his extraordinary 
appearance on a recent edition of 
Later With Jools Holland may 
prove to be the nudge he needs 
to move into the limelight. 

The critics may already be 
comparing him to hallowed soul 
giants such as Otis Redding and 
Al Green but for the time being 
he’s still signed to a local Boston 
indie label and doesn’t even have 
his own website yet. 

“There’s certainly a lot of interest,” 
he says coyly with a nervous 
laugh. “But for me that doesn’t go 
to my head, I’m just more 
focussed on pushing this record 
and making the best music and

putting on the best shows that I 
can.” 

While his roaring voice harks back 
to the blues shouters of the 50s 
and his guitar work brings to mind 
the original heyday of R ‘n’ B and 
soul in the 1960s, he is also 
capable of stripping things back 


to their bare bones to offer up a 
gospel ballad now and then. 

But despite echoing the sounds of 
this bygone era, Eli is quick to 
respond when he is accused of 
simply being a retro revivalist, or 
worse-a tribute act. 

“I think if people really listen 
they’ll realise that these are my 
songs and this is original music 
that’s coming from a new place. 
I’m playing music that I think is 
true to myself now, I’m not trying 
to be a throwback or do anything 
‘retro’, that’s not the goal. 

“What I’m interested in doing is 
just writing pop songs, it’s just 
that because of who my 
influences were I write songs of a 
different sort 

“I just go for sounds that I like, not 
necessarily sounds that are 
vintage. So for instance I like a 
little distortion on the vocals, that 
sounds good to me. I’m not trying 
to create something that’s a relic, I 
just want to make something that 
sounds good.”

WHEN a big cheese designer 
states that the look of one of 
his cars negatively affected 
its sales performance, you 
know you’re dealing with 
someone not afraid to tell it 
how it is. 

You might be surprised to learn 
that few in the business of 
designing cars choose to be so 
open. For the majority it’s all about 
flashy curves, fussy details and 
touchy-feely interiors. But when 
you’re in the business of selling a 
lot of cars, success matters, which 
is why it’s important to get it right. 

The designer in question is 
Patrick Le Quement, the man 
charged with steering Renault in 
the right direction. And the car? 
The second-generation Megane - 
famous for having divided opinion. 
For some it was a breath of fresh 
air, while others recoiled from its 
unusual proportions. Car design 
might be a subjective activity, but 
for accountants it’s a different and 
altogether more straightforward 
situation. 

And this is why you’re now 
looking at an altogether more 
streamlined Megane hatch. From 
the front it’s still a Renault, but 



now it’s a more sophisticated and 
sleek Renault. The car’s rear end is 
more like a fastback or coupe, what 
with its sloping roof and rakish 
tailgate. 

An altogether more measured 
proposition then in light of the 
previous offering. And one that is 
hoped will draw favourable 
comparisons with cars costing 
significantly more. Whether it’s 
details like the front air intakes, 
streamlined bonnet or rakish 
profile, restraint - in a stylish 
manner - has replaced radical. 

There is, however, more to this 
Megane than just its looks. In an 
effort to attract keen drivers, the 
car displays a more willing 
character than before. It might sit 
on the “old” platform, but much 
work has gone into improving the 
car’s responses, ride quality and 
willingness to change direction. 


The result is a pleasant surprise. 
While makers of overtly sporting 
hatchbacks won’t lose any sleep, in 
the real world the Megane is now a 
much more capable and enjoyable 
car to drive. Along with the 
polished chassis and steering, 
much of the credit for the 
Megane’s performance must go to 
the engines. It’s a familiar 
selection and fans of the Clio and 
Laguna will recognise some of 
what’s on offer. 

The options are sensible ones, 
which is appropriate when 
economy and emissions have taken 
centre stage recently. A 1.6-litre 
petrol unit in llObhp shares the bill 
with a 180bhp turbo 2.0-litre and 
140bhp 2.0-litre for the CVT auto 
option, while the diesel choice runs 
to 86,106 and 130bhp. 

Powered by the most powerful 
diesel, the Megane delivers effort¬ 
less cruising and high levels of 
refinement. The engine’s 130bhp 
allows you to exploit the car’s 
improved chassis, with the result 
that cross-country motoring is fun 
again and the daily grind through 
town requires little effort. 

Inside the Megane the ambience 
is noticeably skewed towards 
luxury. Soft touch plastics and

tasteful fabrics add a welcome 
premium feel to the cabin. The 
dash-top location of the optional 
sat-nav screen is the icing on the 
ergonomic cake. 

With its more sophisticated and 
less challenging styling plus an 
altogether more engaging driving 
experience, this third generation 
Megane proves two things: Renault 
does listen and is capable of 
producing something with flair 
and talent for sensible money.

JONATHAN Chapman is 
supporting a 
revolutionary new league 
points system which 
comes into force next 
season that is aimed at 
producing more exciting 
and closer meetings. 

The Mildenhall co¬ 
promoter, renowned for 
introducing innovative 
ideas into speedway, 
was fully behind the 
pioneering structure 
which discourages home 
track advantage when it 
was discussed and 
agreed at the promoters’ 
annual meeting. 

Away teams winning by 
more than a seven-point 
margin are rewarded 
with four points and even 
earn a point for a defeat 
by less than six points, a 
rule criticised by 
supporters. 

“It has been described 
as groundbreaking and I 
totally agree with that,” 
said Chapman. “I believe 
it will be the most 
successful points system 
the sport has ever had. 
Last year teams were 
encouraged to build a 
team to compete away 
from home and this 
rewards teams to keep 
meetings really close. 
“The revised tactical ride 
ruling will also make for 
more exciting meetings 
as teams can still 
salvage a result when 
well behind and there’s 
only a few races to go.” 
Next week Chapman will 
meet West Row stadium 
owners Dave and Ron 
Coventry to discuss the 
progress being made on 
the construction of a 
noise acoustic barrier to 
overcome a problem 
with the local authorities. 
Chapman said: “It’s 
really good news for us 
all to hear that they are 
confident about 
completing the work in 
time for us to compete in 
the National League.” 

He added: “There will be 
more teams in the league 
than before (rumoured to 
be 12), and it will be run 
much more 
professionally than the 
old Conference League 
regime, plus giving more 
variety to supporters.
